The Central Government (Ministry of Human 
Resource Deve lopment, Department of Secondary & Higher 
Education) have accorded approval vide their letter No. F. 
No. 2-5/2005-U-II dated 13-9-2005 to the following 
Regulations: 

1. Amendment of Regulations 1, 2.1,2.2,3,4,5, 
6.1, 6.2, 6.3, 7, 8, 9, 10, 11, 12 and 13 for Master of 
Computer Applications (M.C.A.) (Semester System) 
examinations (effective from the session 2001) at pages 
155-158 of P.U. Calendar, Volume II, 2000 and given effect 
to in anticipation of the approval of various University 
bodies/Government of India/jpublkatkm in the Government 
of India Gazette. 

I. The duration of the course leading to the degree 
of Master of Computer Applications shall be three 
academic years comprising of six semesters. The 
examination of various semesters will be held on such dates 
as may be fixed by the Syndicate from time to time. 

2.1 The minimum qualification for admission to the 
First year of the course shall be : 

(i) Bachelor’s degree in any discipline with at least 
50 marks in aggregate under 10+2+3 system of 
examination of Panjab University. 


(ii) Any other examination recognized by the Panjab 
University as equivalent to the above examination 
with at least 50% marks in aggregate. 

2.2 The admission will be only to First Semester of 
First Year of M.C.A. The admission will be governed by 
the rules framed by the Syndicate from time to time. 

3. Every candidate admitted to the M.C.A. course 
shall pay admission and examination fee for each semester 
of an academic year to the University as prescribed by the 
Syndicate/Senate from time to time. 

A candidate appearing in any paper(s) as reappear 
candidate in the examination shall pay examination 
admission fee per paper subject to the maximum fee for the 
full semester examination, in addition to the examination 
admission fee for thfe semester examination, if any, in which 
he appears as a regular candidate, as may be prescribed by 
the Syndicate/Senate from time to time. 

4. Before the commencement of each semester 
examination, the Chairperson of the Department of 
Computer Science and Applications shall forward to the 
Controller of Examinations, a list of students who have 
satisfied the requirements of rules and regulations and are 
qualified to appear in the examination. 

5. At the end of each semester, every candidate shall 
appear in the whole examination or in such subjects as may 
be prescribed by the Board of Studies from time 10 time 
keeping in view the course/objectives and approved by 
the appropriate University authorities. The medium of 
instruction and examination shall be English. 

6.1 The First and Second semester examinations shall 
be open to a regular candidate who : 

(i) has been on the rolls of the Department of 
Computer Science and Applications during first 
and second semester respectively preceding the 
examination; 

(ii) has attended not less than 75 per cent of the 
lectures and practicals in each subject of the 
prescribed course for the First and Second 
semester examinations, a deficiency of up to 10 
per cent of the lectures actually delivered and 
practicals conducted may be condoned by the 
Board of Studies on the recommendation of the 
Chairman of the Department; 

(iii) has obtained at least 40 per cent marks in the 
internal assessment of each such subject. 

6.2 The Third and Fourth semester examinations shall 
be open to a regular candidate who : 

(i) has been on the rolls of the Department of 
Computer Science and Applications during Third 
and Fourth semester respectively preceding the 
examination; 

(ii) has passed the First and Second semester 
examinations or is eligible to appear in the Third 
and Fourth semester examination under 
Regulation 9; 
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(iii) has attended not less than 75 per cent of the 
lectures and practical in each subject of the 
prescribed course for the Third and Fourth 
semester examination, provided that deficiency 
of not more than 10 per cent of the lectures 
actually delivered and practical conducted may 
be condoned by the Board of Studies on the 
recommendation of the Chairman of the 
Department; 

(iv) has obtained at least 40 per cent marks in the 
internal assessment of each such subject. 

6.3 The Fifth and Sixth semester examinations shall 
be open to a candidate who : 

(i) has been on the rolls of the Department of 
Computer Science and Applications during Fifth 
and Sixth semester preceding the examination; 

(ii) has passed the First, Second, Third and Fourth 
Semester examinations or is eligible to appear in 
the Fifth and Sixth Semester examination under 
Regulation 9; 

(iii) has attended not less than 75 per cent of the 
lectures and practicals in each subject of the 
prescribed course of the Fifth and Sixth semesters 
of the Third year examination, provided that a 
deficiency of not more than 10 per cent of the 
lectures actually delivered and practicals 
conducted may be condoned by the Board of 
Studies on the recommendation of the Chairman 
of the Department; 

(iv) has obtained at least 40 per cent marks in the 
internal assessment of each such subject. 

7. The minimum percentage of marks required to 
appear in and pass the First, Second, Third, Fourth, Fifth 
and Sixth Semester examinations shall be as follows in 
each case : 

(i) 40 per cent in the internal assessment part of every 
subject separately of the examination, whether 
theory or practical (including project work, etc.), 
as a prerequisite to appear in the First, Second, 
Third, Fourth, Fifth and Sixth Semester 
examinations; and 

(ii) 50 per cent in the total of the internal assessment 
part and the University examination part of every 
subject separately of the examination, whether 
theory or practical (including project work, etc.), 
for passing the First, Second, Third, Fourth, Fifth 
and Sixth semester examinations; and 

A student who does not obtain 40 per cent marks 
in the internal assessment part of every subject 
separately of the First, Second. Third, Fourth, 
Fifth and Sixth semester shall be required to again 
study the subject, submit assignments, appear in 
class test and present Seminar prescribed for that 
semester in the next academic session before being 


allowed to appear in the University examination 
as approved by the Board of Studies subject to 
the restriction that a student must complete all 
course requirements and pass all prescribed 
examinations within a maximum period of five 
academic sessions from the original date of joining 
the course in order to be eligible for the award of 
the Degree. 

(iii) If a student gets re-appear in a paper/s then the 
students have to appear as a re-appear candidate 
along with the regular students. There shall be no 
special re-appear examination. 

8. Grace Marks shall be given at the rate of one per 
cent of the aggregate marks of all subjects of the First, 
Second, Third, Fourth, Fifth and Sixth semester 
examinations, as the case may be. A candidate may avail of 
the grace marks either in the aggregate or in one or more 
papers as may be his/her advantage. Grace marks, shall, 
however, be given only for passing the examination or for 
earning a higher division and not for improving internal 
assessment or for passing the examination with distinction. 

9. The student must complete all course 
requirements and pass all prescribed examinations in 
maximum five academic sessions from the date of joining 
the course in order to be eligible for award of the Degree. 
Subject to the above, a student may be allowed to re-appear 
in one or more subjects as specified below : 

(i) A candidate who, having obtained the pre¬ 
requisite marks in the internal assessment part of 
every subject of the First and Second semester 
examination under Regulation 7(i), appears in the 
First and Second semester examination but fails

ADMISSION:

3. The admission will be to the First semester of the 
DASC. The admission will be governed by the rules 
approved by the University authorities from time to time. 

4. Every candidate admitted to DASC course shall 
pay admission fee and tuition fees and examination fee for 
each semester of an academic year to the University as 
prescribed by the University from time to time. 

EXAMINATION AND ASSESSMENT 

5. The Board of Control in Physics will recommend 
a committee for two year wdth its Convener as the 
coordinator of the Diploma course for approval by the Vice- 
Chanceller. 

The Chairman of Department Physics, on the 
recommendation of the Coordinator of the course, shall 
forward to the Controller of Examinations a list of students 
who have satisfied the requirements of the rules and 
regulations and are qualified to appear in the examination. 

The Board of Control in Physics from time to time 
will revise the Syllabi. 

6. The first and second semester examination shall 
be open to a regular candidate who:— 

(i) Has been on the rolls of the department of 
Physics during first/second semester for the 
diploma course respectively preceding the 
examination. 

(ii) Has attended not less than 75 per cent lectures 
and practical in each subject of the prescribed 
course for the first and second semester 
examination a deficiency of attendance may 
be condoned as per University rules. 

A student must pass all prescribed examinations 
in maximum two academic sessions from the date of 
admission in the course in order to be eligible for award of 
Diploma subject to the above a student who scores less 
than 40 per cent marks in any subject to the above may be 
allowed to reappear in one or more subjects as specified. 

8. (i) All the assessment will be wholly internal for 

all theory papers. For laboratory courses, it 
may be wholly internal or there may be an 
external examiner. The Board of Control in 
Physics on the recommendation of Coordinator* 
of the Course will appoint the external examiner. 

(ii) The Coordinator/teacher for the course/paper 
is responsible for maintaining the desired 
standard of the course/paper and for 
evaluating students performance. 

(iii) In a theory course/paper, 25 per cent of the 
total marks will be for in semester assessment 
and 75 per cent for end semester examination. 

(iv) In a theory course/paper the answer books of 
end-semester examination will be available to 
students for perusal according to the schedule 
which will be announced by the department/ 
teacher. 

(v) In laboratory course 50 per cent marks will be 
meant for semester assessment which will 
depend on the following : 

(a) The performance of student in 
achieving the desired result in 
practical. 

(b) Viva Voce on the experiment. 

(c) Written report on the experiment. 

9. The evaluation of the project work shall be done 
by a committee of at least two internal examiners appointed 
by the Board of Control on the recommendation of the 
Coordinator of the diploma course. The student may be 
asked to present his/her project work in seminar. 

10. The result of the examinations shall be prepared 
and declared by the Controller of Examinations. 

11. The students of the Diploma course will be at 
par with the whole time students of the University for Hostel 
Facilities as per the University rules.

1.1 The duration of course of the degree of M.Tech. 
(Energy Engineering & Management) for regular candidate 
shall be four year (2 years). The maximum period in which 
such a candidate must qualify for the degree shall be four 
academic years, failing which he shall not be allowed to 
continue his/her studies for the course. 

2.1 A person holding 

the following qualifications shall be eligible for admission 
to M.Tech. (Energy Engineering & Management). 

B.E. B.Tech. or equivalent degree in Chemical, 
Mechanical, Civil Production Engineering, Electrical 
Engineering, Agricultural Engineering, M.Sc. Physics, 
M.Sc. Energy, M.Sc. Chemistry with 55 per cent marks in 
aggregate. 

2.2 Admission will be made as per procedure 
prescribed by the Syndicate from time to time. 

2.3 A candidate who has passed A & B Sections of 
the Indian Institutions of Engineers (Calcutta) (AMIE) or 
Indian Institute of Chemical Engineers (Calcutta) (LI.Ch.E) 
with at least 55 per cent marks may be admitted to M.Tech.

7.2 The thesis shall present an orderly and critical 
exposition of the existing knowledge of the subject, shall 
embody result of the original investigations and shall 
demonstrate the capacity of the candidate to do 
independent research work while writing the thesis, the 
candidate shall lay out clearly, the work done by him 
independently and the source from which he has obtained 
other information contained in the thesis. 

7.3 The thesis shall be submitted by the candidate at 
the end of the third semester of the course provided that 
he has appeared in all the theory papers of 1st and 2nd 
semester examination. The result of the thesis shall be 
declared after the candidate passes in all the 10 theory 
papers. In case the candidate’s thesis is rejected or he/she 
is unable to complete the thesis in the third semester he/ 
she will be allowed two more years at the maximum for 
submission of thesis of its revision. 

Provided further that the extension beyond the above

Department/the Principal of the College shall 
forward to the Controller of Examination, at least 
five weeks before the commencement of the 
examination for each semester, a list of the 
students along with their admission forms and 
fees who have satisfied the requirements of 
regulations and are qualified to appear in the 
examination. 

3. The minimum qualification for admission to 
First Semester of the course shall be— 

(a) (i) A Bachelor’s/Post-graduate degree 
in any discipline of the University or a 
degree of any other University which has 
been recognized by the Syndicate as 
equivalent thereto with not less than 45% 
marks in the aggregate : 

Provided that in case of candidates having 
Bachelor’s degree of the University through 
Modern Indian Languages [Hindi/Urdu/ 
Punjabi (Gurmukhi Script) and/or in a 
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Classical Language Sanskrit/Persian/ 
Arabic] or a degree of any other University 
obtained in the same manner, recognized 
by the Syndicate, 45% marks in the 
aggregate shall be calculated by taking into 
account full percentage of marks in the all 
the papers in language excluding the 
additional optional paper, English and the 
elective subject taken together. 

OR 

(ii) A pass in the final examination 
conducted by the (a) Institute of Chartered 
Accountants of India or Institute of 
Chartered Accountants of England and 
Wales, or (b) Institute of Cost and Works 
Accountants of India or Institute of Cost & 
Management Accountants incorporated by 
Royal Charter, London, or (e) Institute of 
Company Secretaries of India. 

OR 

(iii) AMEE examination with at least 50% 
marks. 

4. Every candidate shall be examined in the 
subjects as laid down in the syllabus prescribed 
from time to time. 

30% marks in each paper excluding seminar, 
project and viva-voce shall be assigned for 
internal assessment. 

Seminar, Projects and Workshop will be assessed 
on 100% basis. Viva-voce shall be conducted 
jointly by the internal and external examiners. 

The Chairman of the concerned Department/the 
Principal of the College shall forward these marks 
on the basis of periodical tests, written 
assignments, case discussion. Syndicate 
sessions, field trips etc., to the Controller of 
Examinations, at least one week before the 
commencement of the examination. 

5. The fust semester examination shall be open 
to a. regular student who :— 

(i) has been on the rolls of the Department/ 
the College during one semester preceding 
the first semester examination; and 

(ii) has attended not less than 75% of the 
lectures, seminars, case discussions. 
Syndicate session, field trips, project work, 
etc., for each paper. 

6. The second semester examination shall be 
open to a regular student who :— 

(a) has been on the rolls of the Department/ 
the College during one semester preceding 
the second semester examination; 

(b) has attended not less than 75% of 
lectures, seminars, case discussions. 


Syndicate session, field trips, project work, 
etc., for each paper. 

(c) has passed the first semester exami¬ 
nation or is covered under ‘Reappear’ 
Regulation—. 

7. The minimum number of marks to pass the 
examination in each semester shall be— 

(i) 35% in each paper in the University 
examination, separately as well as jointly 
with internal assessment; 

(ii) 35% in seminar, project and viva-voce; 

(iii) 45% in the aggregate of each semester. 

8. Grace marks shall be given @ one per cent of the 
aggregate marks of the University examination for each 
semester. A candidate may avail of the grace marks either 
in the aggregate or in one or more papers as may be to his 
advantage. Grace marks, shall however, be given only for 
passing the examination or for earning the higher division 
and not for passing the examination with destinction. 

9. (a) A candidate who fails in the first semester but 
has secured at least 35 marks separately as well 
as jointly with internal assessment in not less 
than 50% of the papers prescribed for that 
semester shall be permitted to continue his 
studies in the second semester but he will be 
required to reappear in the next April/May 
examination in such papers in which he had 
failed in the December examination, 
simultaneously with the second semester 
examination. 

(b) A candidate who fails in the second semester 
examination but had secured at least 35% marks 
separately as well as jointly with internal 
assessment in not less than 50% papers 
prescribed for that semester shall be allowed to 
reappear in such papers in which he had failed 
in April, in two consecutive examinations to be 
held with semester examinations. 

Explanation; Fifty per cent of 5 papers will be taken as 2 
and that of 7 papers as 3 for purpose of 
exemption under this Regulation. 

(c) A candidate who is unable to clear the second 
semester examination even after availing of the 
chances as specified above shall be required to 
leave the course. 

10. If a candidate is required to reappear in a paper, 
which is 100% internal assessment, he will be given one 
more opportunity to qualify in that paper without attending 
a fresh course of lectures. The work assignment may be 
determined by the Chairman of the concerned Department/ 
the Principal of the College. 

11. A candidate who failed in the I or II semester 
examination and is not covered under the ‘Reappear’ 
Regulations may be given one more chance and allowed to 
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appear in the next regular examination without attending a 
fresh course of lectures but he will have to repeat the entire 
examination. 

If a candidate fails too pass in a semester examination 
even after the second attempt he will be required to leave 
the course. 

12. The internal assessment awards of a candidate 
who fails in the examination shall be carried forward to the 
next examination. 

13. Successful candidates shall be classified as 
under:— 

(i) Those who obtain 75% or more of the total 
aggregate marks in all the semester 
Examinations taken together. 

.First Division with distinction. 

(ii) Those who obtain 60% or more of the 
aggregate marks but less than 75% marks in 
all the semester examinations taken together. 

.First Division 

(iii) Those who obtain 50% of the aggregate 
marks but less than 60% in all the semester 
examinations taken together. 

.Second Division 

(iv) Those who obtain below 50% of the 
aggregate marks in all the semester 
examinations taken together. 

.Third Division 

As soon as possible after the termination of the 
examination, the Controller of examinations shall publish a 
list of the candidates who have passed. 

34. Regulations for Bachelor of Homeopethic 
Medicine and Surgery (B. H. M. S.) (effective from the 
session 2002-2003) in anticipation of the approval of 
Senate/Government of India/Publication in the 
Government of India Gazette. 

a. The duration of the course of instruction for the 
degree of Bachelor of Homeopatic Medicine & 
Surgery (B. H. M. S.) including one year compulsory 
internship shall be five and a half years. 

b. There shall be four examinations viz■ First, Second, 
Third and Fourth. The First Examination will be held 
at the aid of 18 months, the Second Examination at 
the end of 30 months, third examination at the end 
of 42 months and fourth examination at the end of 
54 months. 

After a candidate has passed the final examination, 
there shall be a compulsory internship as described 
below :•— 

COMPULSORY INTERNSHIP 

1. The internship shall be undertaken at the Hospital 
attached to the College and in cases where such Hospital 
cannot accommodate all of its students for internship such 
students may undertake their internship in a Hospital or 


dispensary run by the Central Government or State 
Government or local bodies. 

2. At the completion of the internship of the 
specified period and on the recommodation of the head of 
the Institution where internship was undertaken, the 
concerned State Board of University, as the case may be, 
shall issue the Degree to the successful candidate. 

3. A person who shall attain the age of 17 years as 
on 31 st December in the year of admission and has passed 
10+2 examination from the recognized Boards/Bodies/ 
Councils or any other examination recognized as equivalent 
to 10+2 examinations by the Panjab University with Physics, 
Chemistry and Biology after qualifying the entrance test 
shall be eligible to join the first year class of the Course. 

4. The mode of admission to the Course shall be as 
prescribed by the University from time to time. 

5. First Professional B. H. M. S. examination (to be 
held at the end of 1 Vi Years) Scheme of Examination:— 

(i) Any undergraduate may be admitted to the 
First B. H. M. S. examination provided that 
he has regularly attended the following 
courses of instruction in the subjects of the 
examination, theoretical and Practical for not 
less than one and half years at a 
Homeopathic Medical College to the 
satisfaction of the head of such College. 

(ii) The first Professional period shall ordinarily 
start from 1 st day of September and end of 
February next year. The examination shall 
ordinarily be completed by the end of March. 
The Supplementary examination of First 
Professional shall ordinarily be held within 
six weeks of declaration of result of main 
examination. The candidate be allowed three 
more chances (a total of four chances as per 
rules) after the First Professional Examination. 

(iii) However, a student failing in one or more 
subjects of First Professional Examination 
may be allowed to continue in Second 
Professional course. 

(iv) A candidate who has failed in B. H. M. S. 1st 
Professional Annual Examination shall be 
permitted to continue studies to the next 
higher class but shall not be allowed to sit for 
the examination of the next professional til! he 
has cleared all the subjects of the lower class. 

(v) The First Professional B. H. M. S . examination 
shall be held in the subjects prescribed in the 
syllabus and the candidates shall be required 
to pass all subjects. 

(vi) Pass marks in all subjects both Homeopeihic 
and allied medical subjects shall be 50% in 
each part (written, oral and practical). 

(vii) A candidate securing 75% or above marks in 
any of the subjects shall be declared to 
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receive honours in that subject provided he 
has passed the examination in the first 
attempt. 

(viii) The candidates, before presenting 
themselves for this examination shall obtain 
a certificate from the Principal of his/her 
college for having completed the prescribed 
course of theory and practicals in the 
prescribed subjects of the first professional 
examination. 

(ix) A candidate failing in one or more subjects 
in examination shall be eligible to appear in 
Supplementary examination. Candidates who 
fail to pass the First Professional Examination 
in the admissible chances as mentioned above 
shall not be allowed to continue their studies. 
However, in the case of personal illness/ 
accident of a serious nature of a candidate or 
other unavoidable condition/circumstances, 
the Vice/Chancellor may permit them one or 
more chances only in lieu of the chances 
missed by them for passing the first 
professional course. 

(x) Second Professinal B. H. M. S. Examination 
(to be held at the end of 2 Vi Years). 

(xi) The Second Professional Course shall 
ordinarily start in April following the First 
Professional Examination and the 
e xamination shall be held ordinarily in March 
of next year after completion of 2Vi years. 

(xii) The Second Professional examination shall 
t>e held after one year after First Professional 
Examination in the subjects prescribed in the 
syllabus and the candidate shall be required 
to pass all subjects. 

(xiii) The supplementary examination to Second 
Professional shall be held ordinarily in 
September and those who remain failed in 
one or more subjects in Supplementary 
examination shall be eligible to appear in the 
subsquent Second Professional 
Examination. 

(xiv) Pass Marks in all subjects Homeopathic and 
allied Medical subjects shall be 50% in each 
part (written, oral and practical). 

(xv) A candidate securing 75% or above marks in 
any of the subjects shall be declared to 
receive honours in that subject provided he 
has passed the examination in first attempt. 

Fourth Professional B. H. M. S. Examination (to be held at 
the end of 4W Years) 

(i) No candidate shall be admitted to the Fourth 
B. H. M. S. Examination unless: 

(a) he has passed the 3rd B. H. M. S. Exam ination 
atleast one year previously. 


(b) has regularly attended B. H. M. S. 4th Prof. 
Subjects prescribed in the syllabus and the 
candidate shall be required to pass all the 
subjects. 

(ii) If a candidate remains failed in one or more 
subjects in 4th Professional examination, he/she 
shall be eligible to appear in those subjects in 
subsequent 4th Professional Examination which 
may be held ordinarily after every six weeks or 
at such time as the competent authority may 
determine from time to time. 

(iii) Pass marks in all subjects both Homeopathic 
and allied Medical subjects shall be 50% in each 
part (written, oral/practical). 

(iv) A candidate securing 75% or above marks in 
any of the subjects shall be declared to receive 
honours in that subject provided he has passed 
the examination in first attempt. 

6. Results and readmission to examination. 

(i) Every candidate for admission to an examination 
shall 21 days before the date fixed for the 
commencement of the examination send to the 
authority concerned his application in the 
prescribed form along with the examination fee. 

(ii) As soon as possible after the examination the 
examining body shall publish a list of successful 
candidates arranged in the following manner:— 

(a) The names and roll numbers of the first ten 
candidates in order of merit and 

(b) The roll numbers of others arranged serially. 

(iii) Every candidate on passing shall receive a 
certificate in the form prescribed by the 
examining body concerned. 

(iv) A candidate who appears at the examination but 
fails to pass in subject or subjects may be 
admitted to a supplementary examination in the 
subject or subjects of that part of the examination 
in which he has failed after six weeks from the 
publication of result of the first examination on 
payment of'the prescribed fee along with an 
application in the prescribed form. 

(v) If a candidate obtains pass marks in the subject 
or subjects at the supplementary examination 
he shall be declared to have passed at the 
examination as a whole. 

(vi) If such a candidate fails to pass in the subject or 
subjects at the supplementary examination he 
may appear in that subject or subjects again at 
the next annual examination on production of a 
certificate (in addition to the certificate required 
under regulations) to the effect that he had 
attended to the satisfaction of the principal, a 
further course of study during the next academic 
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year in the subject or subjects in which he had 
failed, provided that all the parts of the 
examination shall be completed within four 
chances (including the supplementary one) from 
the date when the complete examination came 
into force for the first time. 

(vii) If a candidate fails to pass in all the subjects 
within the prescribed four chances, he shall be 
required to prosecute a further course of study 
in ill the subjects and in all parts for one year to 
the satisfaction of the head of the college and 
appear for examination in all the subjects. 

Provided that if a student appearing for the IV 
B.H.M.S. examination has only one subject to 
pass at the end of prescribed chances, he shall 
be allowed to appear at the next examination in 
that particular subject and shall complete the 
examination with this special chance. 

(viii) the examining body may, under exceptional 
circumstances, partially or wholly cancel any 
examination conducted by it under intimation to 
theCentral Council of Homeopathy and arrange 
for conducting re-examinations in these subjects 
within a period of thirty days from the date of 
such cancellation. 

7. Only those students who fulfill the following 
requirements shall be allowed to appear in the B.H.M.s. 
first, second, third & fourth Examinations:— 

(a) of having been on the rolls of the College 
throughout the period of 1 Vi Years of 
B.H.M.S. 1st Prof. & one year each of 
B.H.M.S. 2nd, 3rd & 4thProf. Examinations. 

(b) of having good character 

(c) of having attended not less than 75% of the 
full course of:— 

(i) Lectures delivered ; and 

(ii) Demonstration and practicals held 
separately in each subject: 

Provided that the Principal of the College 
shall be empowered to condone 
shortage up to 5% of the total lectures 
delivered in each subject in theory & 
practicals separately which includes all 
kinds of period i.e. leave, sports, 
functions etc. 

35. Regulations for M. Sc. (Physiology) (effective 
from the session 2003-2004) in anticipation of the approval 
of the Senate/Govemment of India/publication in the 
Government of India Gazette. 

1. The duration of the course for M. Sc. in 
Physiology shall be two academic years. 

2 The system of examination i.e. whether annual 
or semester, will be adopted as prescribed in 
the rules. 


3. A candidate who has passed one of the 
following examinations of Panjab University 
or any other university recognized by the 
Syndicate as equivalent thereto, shall be 
eligible for admission to M. Sc. Physiology:— 

1. B. Sc. (With Anatomy, Physiology and 

Biochemistry) 

2 B. Sc. Human Biology/Life Science 

3. B. Sc. (Honours School in Physiology/ 
Zoo logy/Biochemistry/Biophy sics/ 
Biotechnology). 

4. B. Sc. with Zoology, Botany, 
Chemistry/Biochemistry. 

4. Qualifying marks for examination 

(i) A candidate shall be declared to have 
passed the examination if he/she 
obtains 50% marks in each theory paper 
and 50% marks in practicals in the 1st 

\ year and 2nd year separately. 

(ii) the weightage given towards internal 
assessment for each theory paper and 
practical (Part I and Part IT) shall be 10% 
of the total marks allocated.The marks 
for internal assessment for theory are 
derived from the cumulative 
performance in various theory tests 
conducted from time to time, by the 
department. The marks for internal 
assessment for practicals are given 
based on performance in practical tests 
conducted by the department from time 
to time. 

(iii) Thesis would be adjudged as 
‘Satisfactory’ or “Unsatisfactory” and 
‘Satisfactory’ should be taken as pass. 

(iv) A candidate who fails in the examination 
(Part I or Part II) after having completed 
the prescribed courses or fails to appear 
in the examination for valid reasons can 
appear in the supplementary 
examination. The marks for the internal 
assessment for the completed year will 
be credited for the said examination. 

(v) If a candidate does not pass in 3 
attempts, he/she will not be allowed to 
continue his studies for the M.Sc. 
examination in Physiology. However, 
the maximum duration of the course 
shall not exceed 3 years from his/her 
date of admission to the course, The 
candidate has to pass the Part I 
examination for being eligible to appear 
for Part II examination. If the candidate 
has the thesis accepted but fails in Part 
II examination, he/ she is not required 
to submit thesis again. 
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5. Every candidate for the M. Sc. Physiology 
Part I examination shall complete the 
following requirements and intimate the 
same through Principal of the college; 

Of having attended not less than 75% 
of all the lectures delivered and practicals 
conducted separately (the course to be 
counted up to one month before the date of 
commencement of the examination). The 
examination in Part II shall be open to a 
student of the University who produces the 
following certificates signed by the Head of 
the Institution; 

(a) Of having passed M.Sc. Part I 
examination in Physiology; 

(b) Of having attended not less than (i) 
75% of the full course of lectures 
delivered to his class in each of the 
prescribed papers (the course to be 
counted up to one month before the 
date of commencement of the 
examination and (ii) 75% of the 
practical classes prescribed in the 
syllabus. 

(c) He/she should have submitted his/her 
thesis as directed by the Supervisor. 

(d) A candidate who fails in Part I 
examination will be allowed to 
continue his studies in Part II but will 
be allowed to appear in Part II 
examination subject to the condition 
that he/she clears Part I examination. 

6. The last date for receipt of admission form 
and fee with and without late fee as fixed by 
the Syndicate shall be notified by the 
Controller of Examinations. 

7. Classification of successful candidates : 

As soon as possible after the completion of 
the examination, the Controller of 
Examinations shall publish a list of 
successful candidates. Each candidate who 
appears in Part I or II examination will receive 
a detailed marks card. 

8. The successful candidates shall be 
classified into divisions as under on the 
basis of total aggregate marks of Part I and 
Part II examination taken together: 

(i) Those who obtained ; First Division 
75% or more having 

with Distinction 
passed the examina¬ 
tion in first attempt. 

(ii) Those who obtained : First Division 
60% or more of the 

total aggregate marks 
but less than 75% 
marks 


(iii) Those who obtain : Second Division 
50% or more of the 
total aggregate marks 
but less than 60% marks 


36. Regulations for Postgraduate Diploma in 
Women’s Studies (Two-Semester Course) and M.Phil. 
in Women ’s/Gender Studies for the examinations of 2002 
in anticipation of the approval of various University 
bodies/Government of India/Publication in the 
Government of India Gazette. 

(i) POSTGRADUATE DIPLOMA IN WOMEN’S 
STUDIES TWO SEMESTER COURSE; 

(ii) M.PHIL. IN WOMEN’S STUDIES; AND 

(iii) PH. D. IN WOMEN’S STUDIES 
POSTGRADUATE DIPLOMA IN WOMEN’S 

STUDIES 

1. The duration of Postgraduate Diploma in 
Women’s Studies shall be one year divided into 
two semesters. 

2 The first and second semesters shall consist of 
compulsory/optional papers as prescribed in the 
Rules/Syllabus. 

3. A person who has passed one of the following 
examinations from this University or from any 
other University whose examination has been 
recognized as equivalent to the corresponding 
examination of this University shall be eligible 
to join the course :— 

(i) Bachelor’s degree in any faculty with at 
least 50% marks in the aggregate; 

(ii) B.A. (pass) with at least 45% marks in 
Women/Gender Studies or Public 
Administration or Political Science or 
History or Economics or Sociology or 
Psychology or Gand-hian Studies or 
Geography or Philosophy. 

4. The Examination for first semester and second 
semester for Postgraduate Diploma in Women’s 
Studies shall ordinary be held in the months of 
December, April or May on the dates fixed by 
the University. 

5. The minimum number of marks required to pass 
the examination shall be 40% in each paper, 
including project work, field trips, seminars, 
workshops etc. 

j 6. The first semester examination shall be open to 
the student who : 

(i) has been on the rolls of the department 
during one Semester preceding the first 
Semester examination; 

(ii) has attended not less than 66% of the total 
lectures, seminars, field trips, projects, 
workshops, etc. in each paper. 

7. The Second Semester examination shall be open 
to the student who : 
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(i) has been on the rolls of the Centre during 
one Semester preceding the second 
Semester examination; 

(ii) has attended not less than 66% of the total 
lectures, seminars, field trips, projects, 
workshops, etc. in each paper. 

(iii) . has passed the first Semester examination 

or has fulfilled the conditions of 
Regulation—. 

8. A candidate who fails in the first Semester but 
has secured at least 35% marks in the paper 
prescribed for that Semester shall be permitted 
to continue her/his studies in the second 
Semester but she/he shall be required to re-appear 
in the next April/May examination in such 
papprs/ex animations in which she/he had failed 
in the December, simultaneously with the second 
Semester examination. If she/he fails to pass the 
first Semester examination even after the second 
attempt, her/his result for the second Semester 
examination shall be cancelled and she/he shall 
be required to leave the course. 

A candidate who fails in the second 
Semester examination but has secured at least 
35% marks in the papers prescribed for that 
Semester shall be allowed to reappear in such 
papers she/he failed as a private candidate within 
one year after completing the course without re¬ 
admission. 

9. Successful candidates shall be classified into 
three divisions as under :— 

(i) Those who obtain 60 per cent or more of 
the aggregate marks will receive a First 
Division. 

(ii) Those who obtain less than 60 per cent 
but not less than 50 per cent of the 
aggregate makrs will receive a Second 
Division. 

(iii) Those who obtain less than 50% (per cent) 
of the aggregate marks will receive a Third 
Division. 

10. a candidate who reappears to clear the paper/s 
in which she/he has been declared to reappear 
shall be awarded grace marks, up to 15 % of the 
total marks of the paper/s in which she/he 
reappears if by such addition the candidate can 
pass in that paper/s. grace marks upto I per cent 
of the total marks of first Semester and Second 
Semester examinations shall be added to the 
aggregate of both first Semester and Second 
semester examinations for the award of a higher 
class to a candidate, provided that no grace marks 
have already been given for passing the 
examinations either in first Semester or in the 
Second Semester. 

11. A candidate who reappears in the examination 


for the purpose of improving the division may 
be given grace marks up to 1 per cent of the total 
marks as follows :— 

(i) A candidate who reappears in one 
Semester only will get 1 per cent of the 
marks in the paper in which she/he 
reappears. 

(ii) A candidate who reappears in both the 
Semester will get 1 per cent of the marks in 
the papers of both the Semesters taken 
together: 

Provided that no candidate shall be 
given more than the minimum that may be 
required for securing the higher division. 
As soon as possible after the termination 
of the examination, the Controller of 
Examinations shall publish a list of the 
candidates who have passed. 

REGULATIONS FOR M.PHIL IN WOMEN’S 
STUDIES 

1. The duration of M.Phil in Women’s studies shall 
be eighteen months divided into three Semesters. 

2 The requirements for the first two semesters shall 
be the same as those for Postgraduate Diploma 
course. 

3. In the third Semester, the student will have to write 
and present a Dissertation worth two hundred marks 
within a period of six months after completition of 
the course work. 

4 A candidate who has obtained a Master’s Degree 
in any Faculty with at least 50% marks from this 
University or from any other University, whose 
examination has been recognized as equivalent to 
the corresponding examination of this University, 
shall be eligible to apply for admission. 

5. The students admitted to Postgraduate Diploma in 
Women’s Studies may opt for the Degree of Master 
of Philosophy in Women’s studies provided they 
have obtained a Master’s degree in any faculty with 
at least 50% marks from this University or from any 
other University whose examination has been 
recognized as equivalent to the corresponding 
examination of this University. 

PHD. PROGRAMME 

Ph.D. Programme will be open to Post-graduate 
students from any faculty. Other requirements will 
be as per University rules and regulations. 
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
